Its impact on the economy as a 
whole and on the social struc- 
ture was not known, However, it 
was believed by Manitoba that 
it would have an adverse effect 
on mining and extraction indus- 
tries.

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Fifth Heart Try Fails 
As N.Y. Fireman Dies 


Brooklyn Team 
Loses Another 


NE YORK (CP)—Louis Block, the world’s fifth 
heart transplant recipient, died at 4:35 a.m. today at 
Maimondes Medical Centre in Brooklyn, where he had 
undergone surgery 10 hours earlier. 

Block, married and the father ~ 
of two sons, was the third of the 
world’s five heart transplant pa- 
tients to die—leaving two alive. 

Block's death meant the sec- 
ond heart graft failure for Dr. 
Adrian Kantrowitz, who Dec. 6 
attempted the first heart trans- 
plant in the U.S. on an infant 
who died 6 hours after the op- 
eration. 

In a statement, the hospital 
called the 57-year-old “Block, a , 
retired fireman from the Bronx, 
a “brave and courageous man.”

Premier Ross Thatcher. is on 
record as favoring that the 
federal government postpone 
implementation of the Ottawa 
version of medicare, but give 
Saskatchewan the equivalent in 
funds that it would-get-if the 
federal plan become operative } 
July 1, 1968. |

field and -handled by Premier 
Walter Weir. But he said when

OFTAWA (CP) — Sixteen 
convicted murderers have es- 
caped the gallows as a result of 
a cabinet decision to commute 
all outstanding death sentences 
in Canada to life imprisonment. 

The commutations follow Par- 
liament’s enactment of a new 
law to limit the death penalty 
for murder to killers of_ police- 
men and prison guards for a 
five-year trial period. 

A justice department spokes- 
man said Tuesday notices of the 
decision were sent Monday to 
legal authorities__in Quebec, 
holding 12 men on death row, 
and to British Columbia and On- 
tario, each holding two con- 
demned men. 

None of the commuted sen- 
tences had been given for the 
killing of a policeman or prison 
guard.

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The Plan for the Year 


MaA*o2 HUGH STEPHEN HAS 
set a new standard for inaug- 
ural addresses in this city and one 
which should be maintained by. him- 
self and his successors in the future. 
Abandoning the historic-review type 
of speech; Mr, Stephen produced as 
clear and informative a definition of 
the forthcoming year’s policies and 
programs as this community has 
ever been given, with foresight and 
eloquence that should make it a 
model of its kind. This is the sort 
of annual message which citizens 
can understand, and a yardstick 
against which they can measure the 
accomplishment of their representa- 
tives in the months ahead. 

Victoria’s civic menu for 1968 
will require individual consideration 
of its various parts, but the general 
outlines of the year’s projects and 
problems are clear. High on the list 
is the perennial difficulty arising 
from the refusal of the provincial 
government to.co-operate in a thor- 
ough study of the whole problem of 
municipal financing. The steady in- 
crease in education costs, with their 
high-priority bite out of the tax dol- 
lar, is making it more difficult to 
finance other necessary municipal 
functions. 

With only the property tax for 
revenue, the squeeze on civic budgets 
and on the taxpayers is becoming 
severe. The needs of the modern 
community, it seems clear, cannot be 
adequately met from the small rev- 
enue base available, without setting 


property taxes at a rate which will 
bring other factors into play: an 
abandonment of home ownership, a 
fall-off in building; a trend to move 
out of the city into areas with fewer 
services and lower costs. The pro- 


viricial government’s present hand- © 


out system of municipal grants is far 
from adequate to meet the require- 
ments. A new approach is long over- 
due, and the increasing resort to re- 
gional administration of municipal 
operations, admirable as it is, cannot 
hide the basic fault. 

Noting an “inexorable” rise of 26 
per cent in the local tax burden since 
1961, Mr. Stephen sees “most serious 
consequences” for Victoria if it is 
not checked: While the general mill 
rate has risen 13 per cent during the 
past six years, the school rate has 
risen by nearly four times this fig- 
ure. Few persons will question the 
need for adequate school facilities— 
what future can a community have 
without them?—but we must recog- 
nize, as Mr. Stephen puts it, that 
“the priority of education is result- 
ing inthe neglect of other essential 
services.” 

Making school boards respon- 
sible for their own tax collection, 
rather than the city council, would 
render this situation clearer but it 
would not change the impact on the 


_individual taxpayer. It is im this field 


that the provincial government 
should - accept its responsibility. 
Evasion can no longer be seen as a 
policy; it has become an obsession.

American restrictive measures, 
which might take the form of taxes 
on United States imports as well as 
subsidies for exports, would not nec- 
essarily affect Canadian - American 
trade directly. Canada contributes 
to the United States’ surplus on mer- 
chandise trade, not to its deficit. 
Nevertheless, Finance Minister 
Sharp finds it necessary to issue a 
warning to the United States that 
Canada is prepared to retaliate if 
any trade barriers are erected—a 
warning which emphasizes the grav- 
ity of the situation. 

The chief damage to Canada’s 
position in the event of American 
restrictions, if not directly applied 
against Canada, would be to this 
country’s trade with other countries 
the Common Market 
and Japan — which in blocking 
United States’ imports would pre- 
sumably ‘also keep out Canadian. 
Any revival of protectionism in 


A number of foreign governments, 
both in Europe and Asia, feel that 
the United States must act to halt in- 
flationary pressures concurrently 
with the effort to reduce the pay- 
ments.deficit. Without this action, 
they say, the United States drive to 
hold down foreign investment while 
boosting sales abroad has the effect 
of exporting American inflation. 

Both Mr.-Rostow and Mr. Kat- 
zenbach, as did Treasury Secretary 
Fowler last week, emphasize that 
the tax increase is necessary to make 
the deficit-cutting program, in Mr. 
Rostow’s words, “effective and 
credible.” 

The United States has good 
grounds to expect co-operation from 
foreign countries which are operat- 
ing in a balance of payments surplus 
position in helping to ease the Am- 
erican deficit. These countries, Ger- 
many and France for example, 
would be wise to revise their ap- 
proach to trade—to case off the re- 
strictive import taxes which apply 
now to the whole Common Market— 
in the interests of future trade sta- 
bility. At the same time it is dif- 
ficult to fault them for their insist- 
ence that the United States set its 
domestic finances in order. 


Better Than You Think 


FOR YEARS EDUCATORS HAVE 
made the point that IQ tests 
could not achieve perfection in de- 
termining a child’s native intelli- 
gence or establishing beyond 
question his ability to forge ahead 
in academic work. But with this 
qualification, the ratings were gen- 
erally accepted as a yardstick by 
which the child’s potential could be 
measured—and the rating was 
assumed to be relatively constant. 
Now the theory has been seri- 
ously shaken, Experiments in 
various parts of the United States 
indicate that when IQs of certain 
children were faked and made to 
appear higher than genuine testing 
registered, the children concerned 
were able to progress much more 
quickly than their actual ratings 
would have suggested. Furthermore, 


spectacular improvements have been 
found in their IQs as their progress 
accelerated. 

There appears to be an impor- 
tant message for all educators in 
this experiment—and particularly 
for those who.argue that a student 
should not be pushed to advance 
beyond the capacities indicated by 
his IQ. Given the encouragement of 
believing that he has superior intel- 
lectual capacities—and the stimula- 
tion of teaching geared to a brighter 
student—it appears that the child 
can do better than expected.

An Effective Crusade Against Traffic Tolls 


Te of a tourist-brochure British 
scene—quaint narrow streets, sunny 
country lanes, pigeons in cathedral 
squares. Now imagine it blackened, 
dotted with garish 
yellow streetlights 
and overrun with 
traffie at its filthiest 
and deadliest. Sad to 
say, the second 
vision .has been as 
typical of Britain in 
recent years as the 
first. The prolifera- 
tion of the motor 
vehicle has meant 
the creation of a

destructive flood of traffic which roars 
on far into the night and which has, as a 


rule, become more lethal hour by 
evening hour.

The government is con- 
tributing fo research on a wide variety 
of schemes — including electrically- 
guided buses, pedestrian conveyor belts, 
driverless taxi-trains on a moving track, 
electric city cars and a 300-mile per hour 
hovertrain. The target of all these is to 
cut traffic congestion, already abomin- 
able with 13 million vehicles on the 
roads. Immediate moves might involve a 
switch to off-street parking, and, to some 
summer travellers coming off packed 
highways — North American style 
motels. :

An Elephant 
Turns White

' | "HIS footnote to the ‘“develop-the- 

north!” agitation of the Diefenbaker 
years can be entitled ‘‘the $100 million 
miscalculation.” It is indicative of the 
aberrant political 
climate of, Alberta 
that the revelation of 
this monstrous snafu 
is causing barely a 
murmur of embar- 
rassment to the 
Manning administra- 
tion, 

The Manningites 
still insist there has 
been no snafu, that 
the 200-mile Alberta 
Resources Railway will bring the de- 
velopment of the rich mineral and forest 
products ‘of Alberta’s most remote 
outback. 

The facts are these: The Alberta 
Resources Railway emerged~full blown 
from the Socred caucus in February, 
1965. The government announced that it 
would spend $40 millions to build. the 
railway from Hinton, 185 miles west of 
Edmonton on the CNR main line, to 
Grande Prairie, 285 miles northwest of 
Edmonton on the Northern Alberta 
Railway. 

TheAlberta Resources Railway would 
traverse some of the wildest country left 
in the province. But it would bring. the 
Peace River farmers 250 miles closer to 
Vancouver, tap rich coal deposits, 
encourage the development of gypsum 
spark the building of new 
lumber and forest products plants. 

When the government was pressed for 
details about the’ economics of the 
project, however, it had to rely on just 
such vague statements as the above. 
There were no feasibility studies based 
on contracts because there were no 
contracts. There was only the assurance 
that the Japanese were interested in the 
Smoky River coal deposit which a big 
eastern gold mine wanted to work. 


Fast Action 


No government project ever got off 
the ground. quicker than the Alberta 
Resources Railway. The bill passed the 
house in April. The line was completely 
surveyed by November ist, 1965, By the 
following March, 60 miles of right-of-way 
were cleared and graded. By May, 1966, 
the gold miners had moved in to develop 
the coal deposits. a 

There were glowing statements about 
billions of tons of coal being available, 
about shipments of three million tons a 
year to Japan, about the possibility of 
pulp mills, about a new town of 4,000 
springing up around the mine. 

The escalation of the cost estimates 
kept pace with construction. By July of 
1967, 60 miles of steel had been laid and 
the cost estimate was now approaching 
$80 million. And there were still no 
contracts, not eyen for the connection to 
the Northern Alberta Railway at Grande 
Prairie. 

However, even before Premier Man- 
ning escorted the railway inspecting 
party down the line last summer, some 
gloss was rubbing off the project. 

The mining company president in 
May had said that the Carter Commis- 
sion report could cause the coal deal to 
be dropped. 

In November it announced that the 
Japanese had made a “‘ridiculously” low 
offer for the coal, $12.80 a ton compared 
with the asking price of $14.50 a ton. On 
December 28, a mining company spokes- 
man admitted that negotiations had been 
broken off with the Japanese. 

This was followed immediately with 
another statement that the negotiations 
were still going on. 

There is also going on now a 
feasibility study, by the subsidiary of an 
American soap company, for a pulp 
processing plant on the railway. As this 
highly preliminary study will cost only 
$100,000. and will not be completed. until 
1969, it can be seen that this project is at

least a decade away at the earliest. 


No Quick Returns 


Even if the Japanese eventually do a 
deal with the.gold miners, this project 
too will take time. A pilot plant will have 
to be built to test the coking qualities of 
the coal. Mitsubishi has already invested 
heavily in coal in the Crow’s Nest Pass'so 
its interést in the Smoky River deposits 
can hardly be regarded as urgent. 

If both the pulp mill and coal deal 
were fairly. developed, the railway line's 
economics, would have been exceedingly 
thin at its ofiginal cost. But for the $100 
millions it will ultimately cost the white 
elephant status it will achieve is assured, 
Nor will the economics be improved if 


"all the wheat grown in the Peace River 


block ‘moves over it to Vancouver. The 
railways lose, not make, money on the 
grain movement. | 

As things stand now, Alberta has a 
brand new railway, on which it has spent 


But such is life in Alberta today that 
neither the huge capital expenditure nor 
the annual drain to infinity is causing 
even a ripple of discontent among the 
faithful.

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The Wandervogel of 60 Years Ago 
Forerunners of Hippies of Today 


By WALTER LAQUEUR 


Some time ago it was reported that a group of 
young people headed by a man with the singular 
name of Muck Lamberty went from town to town 
calling the people to contemplation, urging them to 


waken up to life, to combat the decay of society, 


to be gay. 


How was all this to be accomplished? 


By. sing- 


ing, dancing and lectures on the “revolution of the 
soul”. His followers, like the early Christians, shared 
all their worldly possessions and were vegetarians and 


abstainers. 

Muck Lamberty’s favorite 
word was “swinging”; things 
were swinging if a community 
was united in peace and joy. 
In his speeches he castigated 
urban civilization and _ its 
evils, the loss of all com- 
munion with life and with the 
spirit of nature, the new one- 
dimensional man. 

His group was called the 
New Band and its attire was a 
little strange. These long- 
haired boys and girls walked 
barefooted or sandaled; usu- 
ally they had not washed for a 
long time. « 

They carried guitars, some- 
times practised free love and 
always adored flowers. In 
their meetings, wreaths with 
thousands of flowers were 
displayed — a veritable sea of 
asters and chrysanthemums, 
the eyewitnesses reported. 


Wherever the group made 
its appearance, thousands 
joined in its meetings and 
dances, there were triumphal 
processions and the clergy 
had to open the churches for 
the lectures on the need for 
allembracing love and for 
community singing. 


Millenium 


Nothing like it had been 
seen since the days of the 
Anabaptists; the millennium 
was about to dawn and the 
New Jerusalem was at hand. 

The year was 1919; the 
scene, central Germany, and 
the chief actors, members of 
the German Youth Movement, 
the so-called Wandervogel. ‘It 
was the heyday of new 
fashions, political and philo- 
sophical, sexual and sartorial 
alike. 

Tagore’s gospel, “Love — 
Not Power,” ‘found. many 
énthusiastic disciples. Some 
new prophets preached Chi- 
nese philosophy or Indian 
mysticism. It all sounded very 
profound..and various gurus 
had great acclaim, even 
though ‘their parables were 
hardly applicable at a time of 
political and social crisis to a 
people with an entirely dif- 
ferent cultural tradition in the 
heart of Europe. 

Muck’s group broke up. 
Some became Fascists, others 
Communists. A group of re- 
ligious socialists, deeply con- 
vineed that the ove of money 
is the root of all evil, banded 
together and settled on the 
land to practise communism 
and to realize social justice in 
their own lives. (After many 
tribulations they, their chil- 
dren, are now settled in 
upstate New York.) 

There was the underlying 
readiness to believe that not 
only Germany had failed, but 
that society and the West as a 
whole was in a state of deep, 
irremediable decay. 


Spengler’s “Decline of the 
West” was published in 1918 
and Widely discussed. There 
was an overwhelming need for 
new radical ideas. 

It was an age of uncer- 
tainty, of dissolving beliefs and 
of an approach to nihilism. 
But since young people do not, 
as a rule, persist in nihilism 
for very long, except as a 
pose,’ everyone was desper- 
ately groping for revolution- 
ary new ideas and solutions to 
the problems. 

My description of Muck and 
his movement comes from a 
book I wrote seven years ago 
entitled, “Young Germany: A 
History of the German Youth 
Movement, 1896-1933."" 

I called it a “historical 
study” and said in conclusion 
that today the movement had 
“receded into the distant past 
with its guitar playing, folk 
songs and folk dancing, with 
its interminable controversies 
and itss lunatic fringe of 
groups dedicated to eccentric, 
if sometimes engaging, futili- 
ties.” 

Recent personal experience 
inthe United States, Sweden, 
Germany and elsewhere has 
convinced me that this obitu- 
rary was premature. 


At first, I confess, I was 
reluctant to accept this. His- 
torical parallels and analogies 
can be notoriously mislead- 
ing; the general situation in 
America now is so very 
different from the cgnditons 
prevailing in Central -Europe 
during the years just before 
and after the First World 
War. Berlin is far from 
Greenwich Village and 
Weimar from Haight-Ashbury. 
It seemed to me far-fetched 
that what confronts us today 
is a new version. 


Specific Texts 


But a closer look shows that 
more is in question than some 
striking if superficial similari- 
ties. Sometimes there is a 
specific textual identity in the 
attacks made by the old and 
the new youth movement on 
society and its conventions, its 
artificiality and materialism, 
its lack of human warmth and 
sincerity. (Sincerity, in fact, 
was the key word then as it is 
now.) 

The attacks on established 
norms in school and univer- 
sity and the demand for 
sweeping reforms and a shar- 
ing of control on the part of 
the students are virtually the 
same. 

One of the strongest influ- 
ences on the youth movement 
was the educator » Gustav 
Wyneken. His central idea 
was “youth culture.” Young 
people, he said, had never the

Youth 
was regarded as a transitional 
stage between childhood and 
maturity without specific, pos- 
tive character or a style of its 
own. 

He had his own school, one 
of the first in Germany in 
which co-education was prac- 
ticed. Teaching was in groups 
rather than in classes; the 
school was not to be ruled by 
its head but by an éxecutive 
of teachers and~ pupils. (In 
practice, there was much 
enlightened dictatorship:) 


Student Soviets 


In 1919, Wyneken was sum- 
moned by the government to 
reorganize the German school 
system. He called upon the 
young people to hold elections 
and establish students’ 
councils (soviets of sorts) to 
establish new schools on the 
ruins of the old, free of the 
traditional submissiveness, 
mutual distrust and men- 
dacity. 

But the teachers refused to 
co-operate and most of the 
students were indifferent or 
actively hostile. The scheme 
was dropped after a few 
weeks, 

The members of the old 
youth movement were roman- 
tices but romantics with a 
developed social conscience. 

On the part of their elders, 
there was a tendency to 
belittle these manifestations 
of protest, but they deserved 
to be taken more seriously. 
For the young generation of 
1910. tried spontaneously, if 
awkwardly, to alter the 
human condition at a time 
when philosphers and sociolo- 
gists were already, -writing 


about the ‘alienation of 
man,” the “atomization of

individuals and the growing 
social torpor, were already 
themes of contemporary 
social criticism. 

All this may sound like 
some present-day spiritual 
leaders— minus, of course, 
the current psycho-sociologi- 
cal jargon. It is, in fact, what 
the leaders of the generation 
of 1910 were shouting from 
the rooftops. . 

The German youth move- 
ment came into being around 
the turn of the century, its 
heyday was in the years 
immediately before and after 
the First World War and it 
petered out during the early 
1920s. Numerically, it. was 
small —- it had never more 
than 100,000 members — and 
it was solidly middle-class in 
origin. 

It contained a multiplicty of 
groups, some of them strongly 


in ‘favor of political commit- 
ment (specially after the 
war). Others — the eternal 


wandervogel — amiable beat- 
niks, aimless drifters, decided 
to opt out of society. Hermann 


Hesse and others have written 
about them. 


Those who chose’ commit- 
ment did not necessarily all 
go in the same direction; only 
the left was in favor of school 
reform, against repression, 
sexual and otherwise, and for 
the “class struggle of the 
young generation.” 


Not Unique 


The manifestations were 
different one from another, 
but the original inspiration of 
both left» and right was 
identical. Germans usually 
still tend to believe that what 
happened in their country 
during the decade before the 
First World War—was abso- 
lutely unique, but this is not 
so. Seen in historical perspec- 
tive, the German youth move- 
ment was part of a much 
wider revolt of the young 
generation all over Europe. 

The year the wandervogel 
group met in Berlin (1896), 
Art Nouveau came into 
fashion, In Germany, it was 
appropriately called jugendstil 
— youth style. 

When the youth movement 
reached its apex in 1910, the 
Italian Futurists publishing 
their revolutionary mani- 
festoes and two young 
Frenchmen, writing under the 
pseudohym “A gathon,” 
created a furore (and esttab- 
lished a trend) with a little 
book called “Young People of 
Today.” 

Again, there was a common 
denominator: the feeling that 
society was rotten; that the 
decay of modern, industrial 
civilization had made life 
intolerable; that the Ameri- 
canization of European life 
(as everyone called it) ought 
to be stopped. 


Fin de Siecle 


This general ‘surge and 
revolt of youth was at one 
and the same time part of the 
fin de siecle general mood and 
an attempt to overcome it. 

Reactions varied from 
group to group and from 
country to country. Some 
accepted pessimism and 
degeneracy with delight (at 
least as a literary pose); 
others preached love of action 
and moral earnestness. 

Sometimes the _ erstwhile 
prophets of decadence ended 
ur as superpatriots, such as 
Barres in ance and the 
flamboyant D’Ananzio. 

Some were opposed in prin- 
ciple to industrial society and 
the urban (suburban it would 
be now) way of life; others, 
like the Italian Futurists, 
raved about the beauties of 
airplanes, racing cars, fast 
trains and modern archi- 
tecture. 

Underlying these beliefs was 
a eom*mon antibourgeois 
denominator: Pessimism 
about the future of present- 
day culture; the assumption 
that Liberalism,- humanism, 
tolerance and all thé tradi- 
tional ideals of the enlighten- 
ment were out-of-date. 

The rebels were firmly 
convinced that the generation 


of their parents had landed 
the world in a mess and that 
a radical new beginning was 
needed. 

The basic beliefs and even 
the outward fashions of the 
various groups that constitute 
the present-day revolutionary 
youth movement in North 
America, Germany, Holland, 
Sweden and elsewhere go 
back almost without exception 
to the period before the First 
World War. The sincerity and 
the long hair, the guitars and 
the folk songs, the flowers and 
the hitchhiking, the demand 
for school and university 
reform were part and parcel 
of the German youth move- 
ment. 


There were public recitals 
of poems the like of which 
had never been heard before. 
Manifestoes were read, ultra- 
modern paintings exhibited. 


The impact of art nouveau 
or the 1960s hardly calls for 
documentation. One need only 
compare the ‘posters of Mucha 
or the school of Nachy with 
present-day psychedelic art. 

The cult of youth, the idea 
that youth is a virtue in itself, 
originated in Italy, France, 
Germany more or less 
simultaneously.

What we have allowed our- 
selves to become accustomed 
to is the resident expertise of 
Old China Hands, the glib 
authority of fresh PhDs who 
are anxious to enter the state 
department and their profes- 
sors who seem _ equally 
anxious to smooth the path 
for their graduates. 


And everywhere are the 
hordes of spokesmen, most, no 
doubt, well-meaning, for the 
gargantuan American military- 
industrial machine about 
which even Dwight David 
Eisenhower expressed alarm. 

The usual fare in Canada 
has been an amalgam of a 
client attitude toward Wash- 
ington, and its antithesis, our 
ancient and minor theme of 
rationalist anti-Americanism.

Mr. Sorensen believes the 
President’s friends and sup- 
porters.can serve him and the 
country best by speaking ‘out, 
and urging him* toward an 
early peaceful settlement. He 
believes this is a course with 
costs. and risks more propor- 
tionate to America’s interests 
than expanding escalation and 
slaughter.

He says: “We have not 
given to the pursuit of peace 
the same effort, ingenuity, 
and relentless consistency we 
have given to prosecuting the 
war.” The pursuit must begin 
with the recognition of error. 
“I realize that it is difficult 
for a’ great power to alter its 
course — but the Soviet Union 
pulled its missiles out of 
Cuba, and received world 
praise for doing so. I realize 
that it is difficult for our 
proud nation to acknowledge 
error instead of compounding 
it — but we did exactly that 
at the Bay of Pigs.’’ The 
“error” is by mo means all 
American, but Mr. Sorensen 
is concerned with the future, 
not the past. : 

Next, the. Americans must 
realize that in-any traditional 
sense they are hot winning, 
and cannot win, ‘the war in 
Vietnam. If that is defeatism, 
then defeatism is realism. Nor 


are the Americans “contain> 


ing’”’ the Red Chinese. On the 
contrary they are creating a 
vacuum on China’s borders 
into which the Red Chinese 
will move in time unless the 
Americans stay there indefin- 
itely in very large numbers. 

Americans are not “winning 
the war for»men’s minds.” 
They appear to have already 
Jost it. But he hopes that the 
present government in Saigon 
has sufficient. strength, 


morale and legitimacy to 
permit the U.S. to pursue 
another course. Kennedy's 


objective in Vietnam was to 
gain time in order to achieve 
a society in the South which, 
with American backing, would 
be cohesive’ enough to negoti- 
ate a balanced settlement. 
Mr. Sorensen, in a rather 
pained understatement, sug- 
gests: “There is no reason 
now for us to refrain from 
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concluding that. such time is 
finally near at hand.” 

The obstacle to negotiation 
has been the North Vietnam 
condition: unconditional and 
indefinite suspension of Amer- 
ican bombing of the North. It 
is Mr. Sorensen's conviction 
that the bombing is not in the 
military interest or in the 
national interest of the United 
States. 


“On balance, the continued 
bombing, by increasing an 
embittered militancy in the 
North and thus prolonging the 
war, appears to be costing 
more American lives in the 
long run than it actually saves 
... The overwhelming weight 
of the evidence still fails. to 
indicate that any feasible 
amount of bombing can evér 
prevent the North Vietnamese 
from infiltrating into the 
South all the men, arms, and 
food needed to sustain a low- 
level guerrilla war indefin- 
itely.”’ 

To stop the bombing would 
be to eliminate the single 
largest barrier to world sup- 
port for the American position 
and the single largest barrier 
to negotiations with Hanoi. It 
must ‘be indefinite and uncon- 
ditional, and without dead- 
lines. ‘‘Let us face the fact 
that some day we will stop it, 
and.the longer we put it -off, 
the more difficult it will be 
for both, sides to negotiate a 
reasonable settlement.” 


Mr. Sorensen concedes that 
“perhaps even now the North 
Vietmamese and the National 
Liberation Front are not 
interested in serious negoti- 

.ations,’’. but even so, it is in 
the American interest to stop 
the “bombing and to concen- 
trate ‘on pacification oper- 
ations in “the South. At the 
same time every effort should 
be made to staré negotiations 
which would have te.embrace 
the Viet Cong: 

It wéuld take a long time, to 
move from a war stalemate 
to a peace stalemate, but that 
is the alternative to greater 
and greater U.S. commitment 
on the mainland of Asia and 
eventually Chinese and Rus- 
sian involvement. It would be 
an “‘as you were” stalemate, 
as in Cuba, Berlin and Korea. 
It would be an _ uneertain 
stalemate, and the President 
would run grave political 
risks. 

Mr. Sorensen thought it 
might start at Christmas. Is it

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Japan One of Canada’s

TOKYO (CP) — Despite Ja- 
pan's impressive economic 
suecesses during the last dec- 
ade, industry and government 
officials are growing jncreas- 
ingly concerned about the fu- 
ture. 

Back of the worry is the 
driving home, a little more 
than a year ago, of the reali- 
zation that the country’s econ- 
omy is not invincible—and 
could, in fact, be setting itself 
up for a future drubbing. 

No Japanese official will 
admit the outlook holds. any- 
thing ‘but another near dou- 
bling of output during the next 
five years, but they all say a 
bit grimly that the next 100 
per-cent increase won't’ come 
nearly as easily as the last. 

As a result, the country is 
in the middle of a’ tough self- 
appraisal of its strengths and 
weaknesses, and ways of 
shoring up the first and elimi- 
nating the second. 

All industrialized -countries, 
facing the realities of greatly 
increased international 
competition because of the 
Kennedy Round of trade talks, 
are undertaking similar as- 
sessments, of course, although 
with varying degrees of thor- 
oughness and honesty 


BUYS MORE FROM US 

The fact that much of Ja- 
pan's phenomenal post-war 
economic growth has come 
from its methodical use of 
endless — statistical tables to 
project future trends lends 
weight, however, to the 
impression that the country 
wili wrench its structure as 
savagely as necessary to en- 
sure continued boom times. 

A five-year plan, issued nine 


months ago by the economic 
planning agency of the Japa- 
nese government, says coldly 
in its introduction that it is in- 
tended “to point out how insti- 
tutions, organizdtions and be- 
havior of various economic 
entities should 'be changéed”’ to 
guarantee continuing growth 
anc stability 

With the program. calling 
for real growth of more than 
80 per cent by the end of-1971, 
success or failure would have 
a significant impact on Can- 
ada. 

Japan imported $245,000,000 
worth of Canadian goods, 
mostly raw materials and 
wheat, in the first five months 
of 1967, up $100,000,000 from 
the similar 1966 period. 

It now is Canada’s. third- 
best international customer, 
behind only the United States 
and Britain. 

HIT BY RECESSION 

It could be Canada's 
second - best customer this 
year, estimates R. L. Houston, 
executive director of the Can- 
ada-Japan Trade-Council, 
with total potential- sales of 
$1,000,000,000-plus almost liter- 
ally around the corner.

of 1965. Recessions weren't 
new to the economy—with its 
annua: growth rate of 15 per 
cent, cyclical interruptions 
had happened before.

That served to restore equilib- 
rium, and the economy 
started galloping forward 
again. 

Few officials, then, were un- 


duly worried as they watched 
the central bank snap on the 
automatic corrective 
ures.

key indicators slipped even 
lower 

As a result, the Japanese 
government was forced. for 


the first time since’ the end of 
the Second World War to 
adopt vigorous reflationary 
policies. 

A generous dosing: of public 
spending and deficit budget- 
ing in the spring of 1966 
turned the tide, and a year 
later a’strong recovery was in 
full swing.

A lamentable lack of liaison 
between agencies involved in 
social welfare-is creating—-undue 
hardship for many individuals, 
says Mayor Hugh Stephen. 

The mayor said that although 
his experience in. the field was 
limited, he was convinced after 
one year in office ‘‘that there is 
frequently a lamentable lack of 
adequate liaison between the 
various agencies involved, both 
private. and public, as well as 
between the three levels of 
government.” ? 

Mayor ‘Stephen’ added that 
after considering the large 
numbers of persons dealing in 
one way or another with 
problems of social distress he 
was sure that the human 
resources employed were ade- 
quate. a 

“What is so.obviously lacking 
at the moment is a thorough 
and co-ordinated use of these 
resources and an understanding 
of the inter-relationship between 
each part of the problem. 

“At present we try too 
frequently to tackle these parts 
in isolation and through the 
medium of water-tight compart- 
ments. Unfortunately we forget 
that the ultimate loser in this 


fragmented appfoach is the 
individual.” 
The mayor said\he had 


already held some preliminary 
talks with the provincial 
authorities and that he was 
encouraged by their awareness 
of the problem.

Sandown in the spring, tra la, tra.la! 

That is the song Vancouver Island's turf fra- 
ternity has been committed to sing this year. Whether 
or not we like the tune, the racing campaign at the 
Sidney track will start on April 6, marking a ‘switch 
from the usual fall-meeting, which followed the long 
season at Vancouver’s Exhibition Park and stretched 
for about 17 racing days, 

This time the season is scheduled for 11 days, with horses 
hitting the track on Mondays, Wednesdays and Saturdays, 
However, provisions have been made that if weather, 
attendance and the clacking of mutuel machines combine to 
form a favorable picture, three Fridays can be added to the 
meeting. 

Acting after receiving a supporting vote from the B.C, 
Horsemen's. Protective and Benevolent Association, the B.C. 
Jockey Club has confirmed the April dates, which follow 
painfully close to the income tax deadline, 

There are those among us who have been considerably 
hostile to the-proposed switch from autumn outings at Sandown 
Park. 

This writen was near the head of-the list when it came to 
voicing opposition to the swing to spring. Many of us felt the 
Sandown season, with performances of horses not counting 
toward conditions at Vancouver, would become merely a 
“‘spring training’ exercise for horsemen preparing their steeds 
for the more lucrative purses of Exhibition Park. 


It is also possible that some mainland trainers won't ship 
their animals to the Island for such a short season and the 
quality of racing~will suffer. Also, the meet seems destined to 
lack some of the interest injected by the shipping of Prairie 
horses here at the end of a racing year and form will’ be 
difficult to ascertain since many horses will not round into top 
condition until about thé time the Sandown session ends. 

The Sandown visits have not been profit-making ventures 
for the B.C. Jockey Club, operator of the Sidney and Vancouver 
tracks, and nobody can demand the organization continue to 
lose money just in order to provide racing for Island fans 
although there is certainly some responsibility to people of the 
province-as a whole. 

While possible profits over the next few years do not make

NANAIMO — Two _ hours 
with Nanaimo’s Mayor Frank 
Ney is like two hours too 
many in the sauna bath: the 
end result is complete ex- 
haustion. 

Spend those two hours in his 
Nanaimo Realty office or the 
cubby-hole coffee shop next 
door and: the casual visitor 
begins to wonder not only 
what makes the dapper new 
chief magistrate run but what 
keeps him running at frantic 
whirling-dervish speed. 

In the office, desks are 
packed cheek-by-jowl, typists 
clatter at a steady stredm of 
mortgages, agreements for 
sale or land transfers; . the 
walls stand thickly festooned 
with framed press clippings, 
photographs or certificates 
proclaiming past activities of 
Frank Ney; and over all the 
hub-bub and coming and going 
a pert secretary solemnly 
intones incoming telephone 
calls over a booming public 
address system. 


* 

In the'.coffee shop, where a 
brief attempt is made to 
excape the go-go-go and go- 
again pace, the narrow ply- 


wood booth quickly becomes | 


an office extension. 
A salesman wants approval 


to close an apartment sale | 


deal. 

“This $20,000 cash?” asks 
the mayor. ‘‘Try and get it up 
a little higher. Looks as 
though you have a deal. Give 
me two hours for a_ final 
decision. Looks good though.” 

The salesman is followed by 
a book-match representative 
who wants to know what 
message is required on 
the new order, 


Even in the inner sanctum | 


of Mayor Ney's private office, 
a spartan place with a 
minimum of furniture, the 
ring of the telephone or the 
knock on the door is constant. 

This is Frank Ney in his 
natural habitat, surrounded by 
bustle and talking staccato 
about himself, his city, the 
economic future of Nanaimo, 
the growth of retail business 
and the land development 
business.

He is equally loquacious on 
either subject. 

. tell me I'm ego- 
tistical,” he grins. “Well I 
am. I figure if anyone wants 
to know anything about me 
I'm the best person to tell 
them.” 

Mayor Frank Ney is not, as 
may be gathered, a shy man. 

But he can be a confusing 
man. 

His hard-headed business 
approach has already gar- 
nered him a more than 
substantial position in Upper 
Island circles. His cornhball 
gimmicks, trotted out like 
rejected jokes from a grade B 
TV comedy show, have earned 
him a solid spot in the hearts 
of those’ who prefer corn to 
cold-tack. 

In two hours he mixes solid 
thinking with so much mish- 
mash that at times the 
interviewer isn't sure whether 
the Nanaimo election was run 
in bathtubs or whether Mayor 
Ney won because he can shoot 
peas further than anyone else 
in the city. 


And, once in a while, just to | 


keep the interviewer honest, 


* he tosses out questions of his 


own. 

“Would the mayor of Vic- 
toria accept a pea-shotting 
challenge?" 

“No, I don't 
would.” 

“How about cricket? Would 
he accept a challenge to a 
cricket match this summer?” 

“He might go for cricket, 
but I doubt it.” 

“What about city hall? 
Would they accept a cricket 
match challenge? We've got 
to get something going be- 
tween Victoria and Nanaimo.” 

“City Hall might accept 
your challenge, I don’t know— 
but your worship I was asking 
you about how you intended to 
handle the pressure groups 
you are bound to run into 
from time to time.” 

The answer is fast, concise.

“As for the future, who 
knows?

ORELLIA, Ont. (OP) — The 
British government has gone 
overboard on social services 
and made it too easy for the 
people to lean on the govern- 
ment, Lord Thomson said Tues- 
day. 

He said people in Britain are 
living beyond their means and 


Lord Thomson was speaking 
to a joint meeting of the Rotary 
and Kiwanis Clubs just before 
he officially opened the new 
$300,000 building of The Packet 
and Times. 

“People should look after 
themselves,” he said. ‘‘It’s 
called the law of the jungle, but 
is really the law of life.” 

Lord Thomson said Britain no 
longer is a world power, but 
keeps acting like one. He said 
British people must try to 
accustom themselves to a lower 
standard of living for a while. 

He also said it does not make 
sense to have nine national 
newspapers in Britain. 

“The country can’t maintain 
them,” he said.

Bandage for Mouth 
Developed in US. 


NEW YORK (WP) — An oral 
bandage that sticks tightly 
anywhere inside the mouth 
except on the tongue has been 


developed by medical re 
searchers, 


Doctors from three hospitals 
told the annual meeting of ‘the 
American Association for - the 
Advancement ‘of Science last 
week that the bandage had been 
tried out on more than 6,000 
patients without. irritating a 
single mouth, 

The tests ranged from pa- 
tients who had had teeth 
removed, to patients with 
canker sores and serious cheek 
lesions and patients who had 
had. diseased gum tissue re- 
moved, 


The ingredients of the ban- 
dage were described as hydro- 
philic, which means that as they 
absorb moisture from the 
mouth they become progres- 
sively more adhesive. All in- 
gredients of the bandage were 
Saii to be common food addi. 
tives that ¢an be swallowed and 
easiiy digested. 


The new bandage in many 
eases does away with the need 
to stitch up mouth wounds,

OTTAWA — The final 
death blows to the Carter 
royal commission on taxa- 
tion were administered here 
today by the provincial 
treasurers meeting with 
Finance Minister Mitchell 


Sharp. 
The federal-provincial finance 
ministers’ conference opened 


with a discussion on the Carter 
proposals and one by one the 
provincial treasurers¢ in attend- 
ance voiced their criticisms. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Pearson announced today pro- 
posals for reform of the tax sys- 
tem will not be presented to Par- 
liament before April. 

Mr. Pearson said these pro- 
posals would be a major item 
of parliamentary business before 
the next session of the House. 

Both a white paper and the} 
legislation would require con- 
siderable discussion, he said, 

Provision for discussion would 
be made in the new session when 
a new prime minister will have 
taken office. a 

Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta were particularly out- 
spoken in their condemnation of 
many aspects of the Carter tax 
reform plans. 

Provincial .Treasurer Gurney 
Evans of Manitoba said his 
province has had a_ special 
study made on the impact on 
Small businesses in Manitoba of 
the Carter proposals, It said it 
showed the report’ if: imple- 
mented would be “disastrous’’ 
for the “small” family store" 
and the small businesses of 
which there are many in the 
province.
